2. They prevent their fiieep taking 
cold*, (which _ftnp the mucous m it- 
tei Havering through the noiiriis and 
brings on the Poke, a morial difeaf ) 
by a Ihelter that keeps off the fnow 
and rain during the feverity of winter, 
and leaving the Tides and ends of th« 
fhelteropen to the winds, neceflury to 
moderate the heat natural to fheep, 
which refills all cold winds but cannot 

, «ndurc humidity. 

3. They at all times keep their 
iheep clean of ticks, who are generated 
.V^f by |>' •verty, dirt, cold, damps, and ill 
health. 

,| .fiave laid, poverty is kept off by a 
plenty of food : dirt and colds are kept 
off by a circulating air under a cover 
which thelters them from fnow and 
rains in winter—and they keep them 
clean of ticks by means of an oint¬ 
ment, (which I fhall deferibe) they 
rub on in October annually in the fol¬ 
lowing manner, and tor this reafon the 
Jhepherds call October the fauving 
month . 

To falve a 'Iheep, the fhepherd parts 
the wool with his fingers on the back 
bone from the head to the end of the 
tail, then with two finger* rubs the 
unftion plentifully on the (kin or fiefh ;

The fhepherd will 
fajve a fcoreof fheep in one day; and 
the unttion will kill and defiroy all 
ticks, cure and prevent the fcab, 
ioften and fupple the fltin, promote 
the growth and increafe the quantity 
of wool The fiieep being freed of 
ticks will be quiet, comforrable and 
healthy, whether fat or lean, and whe¬

'The oppofttion in England 
have enquired into the neglect ot the 
mediations with which the French have 
Charged the Englilh, and the govern* 
ment has excuied this appearance, un¬ 
der the authority of the decifive con- 
ctufions of the Ruffian court. Though 
we had been often told of the partiality 
of the Ruffians to the Engliffi, this con- 
ceflion admits that wnaiever commer¬ 
cial intercourfe was admitted, it did not 
involve the higheft degree ot political 
confidence. The Englifh do not abfo- 
lutcly refute the mediation, though the 
public opinion does n^f lead us to hope 
any immediate advantages from the 
purfoit or it. As the Englifh provide 
to interrupt all French commerce, fo 
the French are vigilant to prevent their 
intercourfe with European nations.— 
With the ready conqueft of Hamburg, 
public opinion has already configned to 
France, the direction of Holland, of 
Portugal and Spain, and of all Italy. 
Troops are at the ifland of Elba, and 
provifions and military ftores had arri¬ 
ved. The principal Hattons of Italy 
were to be immediately in French pof- 
feffion. And an army had been Rati¬ 
oned in Holland, in a polition which 
could from part events remind them of 
the cftnquefl of England.

THE REiGN OF TERROR. 

It is with reludan'ce that we again 
mention the trial of the junior editor 
of this paper.—A communication in 
the Bee of laft week, muft be our apo- 
logy. One great objed of the writer 
of that communication feems to be, to 
convince the public, that the trial of 
Grofwell was impartial. Why that 
point fhould be fo much laboured, be¬ 
fore any impeachment cither againft 
the Chief Juftice or the Attorney Ge¬ 
neral was preferred, is extraordinary. 
Was there fometing which whifpered 
the writer, that the public were not 
fatisfied wirh the \node in which the 
trial was cunduded ? The folicitude 
of this writer fpeakes a language too 
plain to be mifunderftood. 

For ourfelves, we frankly eonfefs wc 
dare not fpeak all the truth. We 
dare not fay what wc think. We 
fcarcely dare to give a correft hiftory 
of this trial, left it lhould be the occa- 
(ion of a new indiftment. We are well 
convinced, that the author of the com¬ 
munication in the Bee is determined on 
tht(deftru£Uon of th* Balance ; and that 
in future, as heretofore, he will per- 
fonally and officially ufe all the means 
in his power to effeft this darling ob. 
jtfft. And he as has thus far fucceed- 
cd ift cftabliSung the doctrine, that

tural that we fhould take a view of 
our fituation, and not court impend¬ 
ing ruin. And if hereafter, even up¬ 
on fubje&s peculiarly inten ding to the 
general welfare, we fpeak with fome 
degree of obfeurity, we entreat ou 1 
friends not to condemn us. When 
they arein r ormed that every word vre 
print, is carefully examined, and that 
if it will bear profecution, an indift- 
menf is fure fo follow, & fhat the fruth 
wilt operate as a ftroog inducement' 
to profecute, we truft they will 
not withdraw their patronage if they da 
not always fee vice in office pourtrayed 
in its difgufting deformity—if they do 
not fee tyranny dripped of the ftolen 
garb of parriotifm, and fet with its 
tools before the public;'"for juft indig¬ 
nation—in fine, if fometimes we (item 
to forget that oppreffion is covering 
us like a mift, let it be rtmembered, 

"that we have families—that we have 
children ; and that to chcrifti that no- 
Lie independence which was once the 
boaft-of an American prifs, is now 
clofely allied to difgrace, deftruefiou . 
and mifery, 

“ It is one of the moft faintary con¬ 
victions (fays the Bee correfpoiident) 
which has at any time taken place.” 

We are well aware that no pains will 
be fpeared to produce a belief that this 
declaration is roir>£t. But when the 
public is informed, that the charge for 
which Grofwell was fried, had been 
made in alinoit every federal paper 
on the Continent, and acknowledged 
in vaiious democraiic. ones, before it 
was 'mentioned in tire Wafp—that in 
Virginia, where it was firft made (but 
where t he truth max he given in evidence) 
the Jcffcrfonians have oren openly and 
repeatedly challenged to try the truth 
of rhe ch .rge in a court ot juftice ; and 
that no perfections have ever been 
commenced there—they will at once 
fee why the profecution was begun in 
the (fate of New Yotk. We* cannot 
fpeak plainer. The hand ot pctfecu- 
tion is raifed aloft. The vengeance of •* 
power is thuilderiiig over our heads. 

It is not tor ns, in the prefenl ftate 
of things to enquire what the law real¬ 
ly is.—This it is the peculiar province 
of the fupnme court to inveftigate.— 
We await the iffue, under a confidence 
that the members of that Bench are de- 
voied to juftice and liberty—have real- 
/yand in mini left their party feeling* 
at 1; s toot fto ;l ; and will at ieult hrji- 
tate before they lay the liberty qi the 
prefs proltate in the dull. 

But let us hope 1 hat no indiflment 
will follow, if we fhould fpeak with 
truth of the motives which have influ¬ 
enced a refoi t to a law which accord¬ 
ing to our adverfiries adopts this prin¬ 
ciple, “ that the greeter the truth, ibt 
greater is the libel." We wil 1 , for ar¬ 
gument fake, luppofe this doctrine cor¬ 
rect, Let us here ihen entreat thofe 
who heve memories, 10 re olleil what wat 
faid 3 ycirs ago againft the Sedition »df. 
That adl different from the common 
law, under which Grofwell was tried, 
in three material points. 

Firfl. It permitted the truth to be • 
given in evidence as a juftification. 

Secondly. It Emitted the dilcretion 
of the judge as to/he amont of the fine. 

Thirdly. It limited his diferetion 
as to the term of imprifonment. 

This aft was bitterly condemned by 
the very men who have commenced 
and Countenanced the prelent profe¬ 
cution under the common law, which 
is different from the Sedition in theft 
three points ; but in no other refpetk 
whatever. The Sedition Law expir¬ 
ed. By the common law the liberty of 
the prefs is now lelted. And whar w$
